ſo farre from her. I haue heard of ſome Hawkes thar 
would not be taken vp againe without ſtriking or rap.

beene loſt without ſucha deuice, which is a great fanie 
in any. Hawke,& itdoth greatly redound unto the diſ- 
credit of the Faulconer, that through his default and 
ncgligence,ſhe hath caught ſuch an ill property in her 
firſt making, becauſe he had no more care nor skill to 
gouerne her aright:For there is many a one that takes 
in handto keep a Hawke,that hauing neither skitnor 
iudgement,doe not deſerve the truc title of a Faulco. 
ner. Therefore beware of this one thing, which I may 
iuſtly termean error in divers keepers of Hawkes, 
who hauec by this oucrſtght ſpoiled, and vtterly va. 
done many a brauc Haggard.

Moſt commonly theſe louing qualities are to bee 
found in your 4lawke Hawks, for by cxperience I haue 
cuer found them to be the kindeſt and louingſt Hawkes 
of all others: and I baue obſerued that theſe kinde of 
Hawkes are much ſubic to alittle 687,or erub worme, 
which doe breed in the gnts, and will appeare in her 
mutes, crawling forth from the ſame, then {brinking 
on a heapc,and fo they die.

' the loſle of her ſomuch, in regard ſhe.is-not moucd ſo 
| mucho increaſe her kinde, for want of -yeares to in- 

' creaſe the ſame: therefore you may boldly flie this 
'  hawkeſom:thing longer then the other, and hold her | 
ſubic& to your will. 

The paſſenger ſoare- Fanicon is a more choice a 
tender hawke,by reaſon of her youth and tendernes © 
age,and therefore ſhe muſt be more carefully kept and 
better fed then the other mewed hawks, becaule they 
are more hard of ward; yetſhe will beas ſoone reclaimd 
and made a certaine hawke, and rather ſooner then the 
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other,if ſhe be well vſcd,and reſpeQiuely handled: And 
in thoſe places where flying may be had, ſhee may bee 
flowne longer by a moneth then any of the other.

you do purpoſe and alſo oy to feed vp your hawke

and couet to fill her ful of fleſh)that ſhe be not her own 
caruer in her diet, nor that you do giue vnto her no 
great gorge your ſelfe : for if youdo, it is tento one ſhe 
will oucrfced and ſurfeit on the ſame,as you ſhall plain- 
ly perceiue if you will marke with obſeruation that 
which followeth. 

Wheras you haue perceived that your hawke all her 
flying time hath continued with you ſound and health- 
full : and by the mending of your hand alittle towards 
her with good meat ſomething more then ordinary,ſhe 
would alwaics thriue ofher fleſh, and increaſe in health 
to your liking : yet nowat the ſetting downe, and time 
of reſt, you do {out of your loue, and to the intent to fill 
herfull of fleſh) giue her good meat , and full gorges 
enery day, for the ſpaceof a ſeuennight, or a fortnight 
_ together, 
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rogether,it may be longer, and yet in all thattime find 
ſmall amendment or none at all : this no doubt wijl 
make you wonder that your coſt and care takes no 
orcater effe& , but that you finde your Hawke rather 
worſe then better by it: for valeſſe you know the reaſon 
of it, it cannot chuſe bat ſeeme ſtrange vnto you. I haue 
had this queſtion propounded vnto mee diuers times 
concerning Hawkes in this cſtate, which although T:m 
well aſſured enery good Faulcover of time and experi- 
ence, can iudge ſufficiently, not onely of the cauſe, bur 
a\ſo of theremedy, and how to preuent it: yet in regard 
there are many keepers of Hawks do lacke that know- 
ledge, and for want thereof haue ſpoiled and ſurfeited 
many good hawks : I will for their inſtruRions fpeake 
more atlarge concerning this matter, 

Whereas before during the time of her flying, your 
Hawke did by chance, now and then meer with ſome 
good meat more then ordinarie, as ſometime the fleth 
of towle,or thelike taken by her ſelfe; or otherwiſe be. 
ſtowed on herby you,in regard of her good deferts;vp- 
on the which it may be you hauc ſeene her feed haſtily, 
or with-greedines,and yet you hane nor perceived that 
the hath beene the worſe, but the better for rhe ſame, 
From whence you muſt vaderſtandrhat ſhe commonly 
did win that with labour of her body. and rhe vſe and 
exercife of her wings, which was a great help & furthe. 
rance to her digeſtnre: beſides the Fa#lconer (being ex- 
pert in his art) will out of his diſcretion, either in the 
' morning,or at cucning, after ſuch extraordinarie food, 
conſider what danger it might procure, and ſo gine her 
ſtones to preuent the gathering or ingendring of any 
(uperfluous glut or humor, which might therby offend 

ier,and fo with diligent care continue a moderate and 
mcanc 
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meane dict after. 

But now you ceaſe & leane off from all thoſe praQi- 
ſes and obſeruations of the flying time, and your onely 
pretence and purpoſc is to giue reſt & good food vnto 
your Hawke, tothe end to raiſe and fill her full of fleſh, 
whercby ſhe may be made ready forthe Mew. And to 
theintent ſhe ſhould proſper & be brought ts that per- 
fe&ion, you doart her firſt ſetting downe , giue her as 
muchas ſhe liſt to take into hergorge, thinking thereby 
to effe& your purpoſethe ſooner: but therein you ſhall 
ſoone finde that you hauc deceined your ſelfe, for your 


Hawke being newly taken from flying , at which time | 


you kept her with a good Rtomack and ſparing dict,be- 
ing now ſuffered totake what ſhe will, doth our of the 
heat and greedincſle of her ſtomacke , fill her ſelfe full 
vpon the ſudden,that for want of digefture (which ſhe 
muſt needslacke by reaſon of her continvail reſt ha- 
uing no cxerciſe,nor other means to procure the ſame) 
her ſudden fulnes doth fo ſuffocate and ſtop the poores 
which are then open, and other paſſages of nutrimentr, 
that ſhe wil be preſently ſtunted by thoſe obftruRions, 
and not onely bee forced to ſtand long at a ſtay, before 
ſhe can be recouered, but many times ſhe wil languiſh & 
fall into many ſurfets & diſeaſes, by reaſon of theſame. 

Therefore to auoid theſe inconueniences, you muſt 
keepe your Hawke all the flying time as cleane as poſh- 
ble you may, then at her ſetting down keep your won- 


. tedcoue in feeding twice aday , and as neere as you 


can with hotand bloudy mear,and no more in quantity 
then you ſhall finde her well able ro cndure and put a- 
way : and be ſure to take heed of ſuffering her to glat 
her ſelfe too full at the firſt:and by vſing this order you 
ſhall find that if ſhe be ſound, ſhe will thriue of her fleſh 
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ina ſhore ſpace, which if you perceiue, that within rhe 
week or the fortnighe ſheis amended,toyour liking,the 
may you be bold ro begin to feed her once a day,and if 
it be poſſible ler her haue yong pigeonsart the firſt, be. 
cauſe it is a more moiſt and delicat food,& caſlicr tobe 
indued,then any old food: bur ifthere be none of thoſe 
robe had,then you muſt be content to take what you 
can get,neuerthelefſe beſure that her firſt gorges of the 
laſtkind be reaſonableand caſic in quantity for a while. 
becauſe at that time of the yeere, old food is more drie 
and hard ofdigeſturethenat other times, or then yong 
pigeons be. | 

Thus hauing vſcd this courſe,and by your own dif 
cretion finding the time fit,to leauefeeding twice a day, 
alſo obſeruing how {he likes and mends by her feeding 
oncea day,how theecagernesofher ſtomack doth abate, 
and according to theſe obſeruations to rule and order 
her with axe & diſcretion,you ſhall be ſure to have your 
hawk raiſed in her fleſb, increaſed & fetled in herhealth, 
being therby made ready & fit for the Mew,into which 
{he may be pur ſhortly after, 8 no doubt there continue 
fafe and ſound, while ſhe remaines there. Contrariwiſe 
if youdo put your hawke into the Mew, without any 
ſuch preparation,or while ſhe is abroad to ſuffer her ro 
cat as much as ſhe wil,or togiue her atone timea whole 
old doue,dry and tough, you ſhall find it will ſuddenly 
put the ſoundeſt hawkethat is vnto a ſtand, & by this 
only meanes,ſurfetted & ſpoiled many a hawk:& there 
are very few that ſcape which are ſo vſcd;and then itis 
imaginedthey haue taken ſome blows or bruſes in their 
Alights,or haue beene wronged ſomeother way, wheri 
(indeed)ther'sno ſuch matter,but euen aredeſtroyd by 
haſty extraordinary feeding,% by ſuperfinous & vnrea- 
ſonable kindnes, © a G Chap. 
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that although you naue taken her from her naturall li- 
bertie, and torced her to take a courſe contrary to her 
diſpoſition, wherby many offenfiue cauſes may be bred 
in her, yer that ſhe may haue thoſe meanes alwaies at 
hand, by which nature hath raught her to ſeekeareme. 
dy,by the taking and caſting of which ſtones, you ſhall 
be much direted inthe knowledge of her eſtare; and 
you mult not faile to matke what ſtones ſhe caſts cuc- 
ry day,which you muſt gather vp,andthen hauing wa- 
ſhed them,lay themin the placefir for herto take again. 
That meat which youdoe kill for your Hawke with a 
Peece, be ſure to ſearch,and cut out the black and brui- 
ſed fleſh, which proceeds ofthe gunpowder; for there is 
no gun, bur after one ſhoote or two, (and eſpecially in 
moiſt & wer weather) but ſends forth the ſhor as black 
as inke,which I referre to your owne judgement, whe- 
therir can becither good or wholſome for any Hawke 
to rake into her body, conſidering ir is a thing fo euvill 
and contrary to ker kinde: and how is it poſhble thar 
thoſe Hawkes ſhould eſcape and miſle the fame,thatne- 
uer haue their meat cleanly dreſt, but through the idle- 
nes of their Keeper,it is throwne into the mew feathers 
and al, without any care of cleanſing,cuen as ithath lien 
battercd andranckeled from the timeir was killed: and 
yet I haue heard ſome of them ſay,that they never faw 
nor heardof any hawk that cuer died by any ſuch kind 
of food, whichſpeeck doth not only bewray their igno- 
rance,but a!fo their negligence, & ſhewes that they ne- 
ner had che wit to obſerue, nor the $kill to preuent fo 
areat adanger. Notwithſtanding it is too manifeſt that 
many excellent hawkes haue becn vtterly deſtroied by

them, yera greedy appetite (which naturally ſhee 
hath atthat time of the day)often times pronokes herto 
caſt them before they haue halfe exerciſed their vertue 
and operation in her,ſo that ſhe receiveth lirtle liberty 
or none at all by them:& contrariwiſe according to her 
neceffity ſhe wi) ſomerimes keepe them all day and all 
night if you would ſuffer her,for you ſhal perceiue that 
the will cuen reſolue as it were with her ſelfe ſo to doe 
by growing vnquiet,and by begging and craving meat 
ot her keeper for hcr dinner, the ſtones being ſtill m her, 
and in my conceit, who ſo ſuffers her not then to have 
her will and deſire, bur ſtriuerth ro contradi& her,doth 
her much wrong,for if at the preſent ſhe haue hers, the 
next morning he ſhall haue his, I meane his ſtones with 
her health increaſed, | | 
[ hane obſerued that moſt men can be well content to 
give vnto their hawke a piece of Flannell or Cotten,al- 
though foule and lurred, which being receined into her 
body, the finds it fo farre differing from her natural de- 
fire, as ſometimes (he will caſt it vp in the morning all 
blacke and tawnie,and ſometimes with itmeat vndige- 
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ſted, which ſheweth how lothſome itis vnto her,cſpeci. 
ally when it is giuen without perfeA ſcowring & waſh. 
ing,y<t we never ſo much as dream that this cuer offen- 
deth any Hawkybut ſurely it doth either a ſound hawk 
cleanc,or an vnſound Hawke whether ſhe be foule or 
cleanc.Therfore ſeeing it hath been, is,and cuer will be 
giuen vnto hawks for caſting. It is meet that you confi- 
der,and take notice how and when it is firteſt & beſt ro 
be gigen. Firſt ofall you muſt be ſure that it be perfeRly 
and well waſhed,and fo kept, for thereis no ſuch thing, 
nor any other thing, that paſſeth into the body of the 
hawk;butthe ſtomack worketh and ſtriucth by nature 
to digeſt it, as doe cuidently appeareby the hardibones 
ſheeatcth, from whence it ſucketh all the marrow, and 
other moiſture,ſo doth it in like manner from the woo]. 
len whatſocuer is poſſible to be withdrawne, which is 
vnnaturall, andtherfore muſt needs be vawholſome : 
wherfore togiue it when your Hawkeis inſeaming,and 
foule in her greaſe,and thar alſo broken in her,it is more 
tolcrable, for then her ſtomacke is not ſo apt or incli. 
ned toſauor or taſte ir, (being then cloied and peſtered 
with groſſe humors) asit will be after, when it is freed 
and cleanſed from them : Alſo then it often times

oure, or that ſhee hath perfeQly indured her ſupper, 
which will appeare andplainely ſhew in the tawnie co- 
lour of her caſting vnwrapped,and the like colour and 
muddinefſe of the water within it, therefore if there be 
no remedy but we muſt vſcit,let it be as itis before ap- 
pointed, and when you giue the caſieſt & lighteſt ſup.

If ſhe be hot and dry,the caſting will be cuen 
asit wereſcorched blacks, yer neuertheleſſe it may be 
wrappcd,and the water in it reaſonable cleare, which if 
you find,l& her haue no more caſting of that kind ; but 
in ſtcad thereof give her plummage,and ſhe will do wel 
{olongas the water isſo good: forit is nothing but her 
diſlike of the vnkindnefle of the cotton : Bur there is 
more danger to be doubted, when as the caſting appea. 
reth as I ſaid before blackiſhand rawny, and no water, 
buta roaping froth in it, which ſheweth and ſignifiech 
more heat and drought then in the other, yer if it bee 
wrapped you need feare the lefle : and commonly this 
is found in ſuch hawks,asare not madethrough cleane

Alſo I haue knownethe ſame Hawke when they 
haue been giuen vnto her by the man at the ſametime, 
would not miſlc at her feeding time , or atthe fight of 
meat to caft halfe ofthem,and keepthe reſt rillche nexr 
day,which Hawk I haue recouercd and bronghtto per- 
fecRion,and orderly caſting,onely with a moderatedict, 
and ſtones giuen her in the night without any trouble 
or diſtemper vnto the Hawke at all, which otherwiſe ſhe 
might haue receiued through bating,ſtriuing, and ſuch 
vnquietnes in themorning after her reſt,all which moſt 
Hawks of mettell and courage are ſubic&-vnto ar that 
time, which is often a great cauſe that Hawks do keepe 
their toncs in themorning. All which do manifeſtly 
proue that the night is beſt. 
Alſo I haue ſeene Hawks many a time (for want of 
orderly goucrnment) haus kept their ſtones the moit 
part of a day, and fomc of them till the next day, and 
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would not miſle to do the like when'ocuer they were 
given them in the morning. I had alſo one Hawke my 
ſelfe where now I dwell, which my maſter bought, and 
] recciued her with ſtones in her, which was made 
knowne vnto me,and that it was keraccuſtomed order 
to keeperhem,or her caſting,or both together,and that 
ſhe did vſeto flic with ſome ſtones & her caſting in her. 
This peeuiſh cuſtome I altered, and quickly changed, 
and broughc her to caſt themall,and orderly, onely by 
keeping a ſteadie and carefull hand in the qualitie and 
quantitie of her diet and feeding, not giuing her ſome- 
times toolirele, and ſometimes too much, bur keeping 
and obſcruing a meane, and cfpecially vpon ſuch occa- 
ſions.It is the careful feeding of your Hawk that makes 
her ſeruiceable : for there is no Hawke bur will flie ac- 


cording as ſhe is ordered and governed , as if her to- 


macke be right,ſhe will flie with ſpirit,courage, and at- 
tention to the man, otherwiſe if iz be cold and dull, ſhe 
will flie wilde and careleſly, and on plains and rowles, 
all which is diſcommendable in a Hawke,and ſhews the 
Faulconer faileth of his art, &ſuch occaſions giue cauſe 
to any Hawke to caſt at aduentuce, and not at any cer- 
taine time. Alſo incuring of the foreTaid Hawke, as [ 
vſcd a certaintie in her diet : ſo alſo I have euermore « 
care to feed verie cleane, which is another ſpeciall note 
to be marked byall Fazlconers , for in ſo doing, they 
ſhall beſare ro keepetheir Hawks in remper and cleanc: 
for thereby they cannot retaineany ſuperfluitic of glut, 
or any other thing,which otherwife might hurt the ſto= 
macke, and breed ſickneſſein the bodic, and is a ſpeciall 
cauſe ro make them caſt either ſtones or caſting difor- 
derly, and out of courſe; | 
Another order which I tooke for this purpoſe, was 
| thae 
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thatI'coctinually vſed her vato ſtonesar night,and ne- 
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| ucrfailed to giue her few or many cueric night (with 
' moſt conueniencic for the number) vntill I bad chan- 


ged and altered her diſordered kinde of caſting,and fal- 


| ly accompliſhed my defire,which I the ſooner brought 
| topaſſe, by reaſon of this laſt praQiſe of giuing her 


ones by night : and to proue that it is the beſt time to 
give any Hawke ſtones in,but eſpecially ſuch as ſhal be 
perceiued to haue the like need, and * defireth them in 
that manner before rehearſed, T will ſet down one exam - 
ple more of mine owne experience. 

I hane another Hawke, which was 3 Haggard ſlight- 
Faulcop, that when I came into the Mw with her din. 
ner,did caſt vp ſome few ſtones at the ſight of the mear, 
and when ſhe had caten vp the ſame (being a yong P7- 
geon) (he preſently took aboue a dozen more, which ſhe 
kepr vntill che next day. 

Licewiſe where now I liuc, and in my time, there 
was a Taſſel/-gentle, that after hee had eaten a whole 
yong P7geen, took preſently 15, or 16, ſtones vnto the 
ſame, (for proofe whereof I bane many of the beſt in 
Bletſhoe houſe to teſtifie the ſame) he alſo made it ſome- 
thing latc the next day before he did caſt them, which 
apparantly ſhewed that he naturally loned them , arid 
that they did him good, and quickened his digeſture. 


| Theſe ſtoneswere euery morning after laid by him, be- 


ing faire and cleane waſhed, which he neuer milled to 
take in amoneth rogethez, yet at the ſight of hismoar, 
he would not faileto caſt ſome or all of them, which is 3 
common thing that may be marked in Hawks,nor one- 
ly in the Mew, bur alſo in their flying time, the which 
proucth that Hzwks may be by many occalions prov. 
ked to caſt thoſe ſtones which are given thern it tire

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morning,beforc they haue wrought to any purpoſe in | 
hens it was nothing elſe but that diſtempered and |

{hee doth caſt, and inthe end alſo doth keepe ſome of | 


them till, then be ſure to ceaſe to leaue off quite in the 
morning, and vſc her onely vntothem at nighe, and al- 


ſurc your ſelfe if ſhe hauc no other deadly infirmitie in | 
her, they will worke a truc effect, and cauſe her to caſt | 
orderly atall times.

and due time. It will alſo cauſe her tolooſe her fleſh, 
which will breed weakenes in her body: whereof com. 
meththe Crocke and diners other diſcaſes:and for any 
of them ſo taken while ſhe is in her greaſe, therc is no 
recouery to beexpeRed, vnlefle by ſome extraordinary 
worke of art and nature ſhe chance to be cured. 

Euery Faslconer ſhall find thatit isan cafier matter to 
preſerne health in a ſound Hawke, then torecouer it 
when it is decated:And ſeeing it is known and cettain- 
ly affirmedthat the wild Hawke lincs & continues ma» 
ny yecrcs: it may be a queſtion why we thinke it well, 
andare content if wecan keepe our Hawkes aline but a 
few yecres, and yetit cannot be denied but the. wilde 
Hawkegtakes greater painesby farre thenthe reclaimed 
Hawkedoth,for ſhe neuer eatcth but ſhe ſweateth, ſhee 
gets her lining by her labour,and her wings are all the 
fingers ſhe bath to feed her far withall, And for ought 
that I can perceiue, this is the cauſe that makes her liue 
ſolong,forwherasthe reclaimed Hawke ſitsoften at her 
eaſe,& feeds her ſelfe farwith tharſhe neucr takes pains 
for, whoſecaſc and idleneſſe-cannor:chuſe but breed: ill 
humors,which do no doubt ſarfet her body,and ſbor- 
ten herlife, Belidesſheceis often rimes debarred from 
thebenefitotthefreſh and ſweet aire; ſheis fed many 
rimes with meat contrary.toher conſtitution,ſheis for- 
ccd toparticipat of many. *occurrents whichare _—_

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ſireto the ſame:ſhe hath ſometimes her flcſh pur vp on 
the ſodaine, and as quickly abated, ail which being op- 
poſite & contrary to nature, cannot chooſe but deſtroy 
nature : for where the qualities are different, there is a 
continuall firife, & where ſtrife is continued,;there muſt 
needs follow a victory to the one part, which brings a 
ruin tothe other, fo that theſe differencesbeing continue» 
ed(vato our reclaimed Hawks)muſt needs cutthe thred 
oftheir liues before their time.

Nature) hath taught her to-worke her owne. welfare. 
That is, good meat, faire water,ſtones well ordered, and 
a moderatediet,as occaſion requircth.Foriftheſe things 
will not cure the diſcaſes incident to the ſtomacke of 
your Hawke by nature,then.perſwade your ſelfe all the 
vanaturall medicines, and ſophiſticated potions that

faule: for there he hath a patrerne of the wilde Hawkes 
practiſe ; and as it were a looking glaſſe to behold & ſee 
how ſhe doth order and gouerne her ſelfe when ſhe is 
amiſſe : there he may mark how often and many daics 
rogether without ceaſing ſhe will rake ſtones, and go to 
the watcr,and how ſparing ſhe wil be of her diet,cating 
but little, and making choice of her food , wherein ſhe 
muſt bce affiſted by the diligence of her Keeper, who 
muſt prouidemeat of ſeuerall kindes for her, vntill ſhe 
hath her liking, andnot to feed her with one kinde of 
meat, and becauſc ſhe refuſeth that, ſo to giue her ouer: 
likewiſe you muſt carcfully mark what meat it is where 
on your Hawk hathſurfetred, or hath eaten ſo much of 
that ſhe is fick with it: for ſhe will be ſure to loath that 
and hate it during the time of her ſicknes , & iris notfit 
that you do proffer it vnto her any more before ſhe be

epnArp Hauc intimes paſt beene ofopinion my 
22 iclfc, that if I might gine my Hawke a 
>&9 new deviſed ſcowring, that it were not 
er poſlible ſhe ſhould dic in along time.af- 
7; GS tcr.Although I had notſo much vader- 
Randing astoknow the truc operation of any one of 
thoſe ſimples it was compoundedof,ncither whither it 
went, nor which way it paſſed, but onely-in at her 
mouth,and out with her w2#tes. And no doubr,at this 
day there bee ſome of the fame minde concerning the 
onc, and of the like wiſedome in reſpe& of the other. 
Therefore I will nor ſtand as yet to teach or inſtrut 
which way to make aſcowring: for I think they are as 
common as they arc vain,and vſcd to littlepurpoſe and 
as many and diuers as (almoſt) a Hawke hath feathers, 
which they poore wretches finde to their vtter deſtru« 
Aion. But here Tthinke ir firſt fir to be conſidered what 
effeQs theſe ſcowtings do worke when they are giuen, 
and in what partsof the Hawkes bodic they becontai- 
ned,and what canberthere harboredfor them to purge 
or worke vpon, whereby any good or benefit ſhould be 
procured tothe Hawke by their meanes. 
Firſt, when a ſcowriog is giuen-'to any Hawke, it is 
| CON- 
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conucied into the gorge, where it reſts nor, but paſſerh 
downe into the paxrell, which is the tomacke » which 
placecuery Faulconer of vnderſtanding knoweth is em- 
ptied and made cleane eueric morning when ſhee hath 
caſt,but if by his obſcruation of her caſting he perceiues 
the contrary by the toulneſſe and imperfeneſle of the 
ſame:or thar there is any reliques,as ſtragling looſe fea- 
thers, ſuperfluitic of glut,or other impediments of her 
hcalthremaining or left behinde : then he hath her na- 
turall phyſicke readie, which is ſtones and faire water: 
| Alfithe bedifpoſed, hemay vſea little knot of faire 
| white fannel,wel and cleanc waſht together with them 


to cleanſe her withall, which flannel although it be vn. 
naturall,yet being wrapt cloſe,it remaines firme in ſub- 
ſtance,and being perfeRly cleane,returneth againe with 
the ſtones in the ſame manner, remouing that which is 
bad, and leauing no cauſe of offence behinde to annoy 
the Hawke withall. 

Nowghen ſceing you do ſufficiently percciue by ex- 
perience that the pannell which is the ſtomacke of the 
Hawke is thus farre ſcarcht into,and by the skil and di- 
ligence of the Fawlconer carcfully kept and preſerued, 
and eucry day curiouſly cleanſed , what ſhould any 
ſcowring do there where there is noneed:or what effe& 
can it worke vnlefle to take away her life that would 
faineliue, if her keeper would ſuffer her, 

For you muſt note that when a ſcowring is giuen,and 
recciued by the Hawke into her body,then by her natu- 
rall heat thar ſtrives to digeſt it, ir is forced to vſe the 
vertuc it hath, and doth draw vatoit one hnmour or 
other, that it hath power ouer: for there is no medicine 
but it hath a certaine power (according to the vertue 
of the ſimples contained in it ) to draw ſomething 
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hich is corned in the body ofthe Hewi,Now when 
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thisis giucn vntoa Hawke that is cleane , ard hath no 
corrupt or ſuperfluous humonrs,vpon which the force 
and vigor of it may worke, then muſt it needs exerciſe 
the ſame vpon the bloud &entrals ofthe Hawke, which 
ir doth ſoak, waſte, & conſume with ſuch vnnaturall ve- 
hemencie,that it muſt needs put her whole body out of 
temper: therefore it is far vnfit to give vnto your Hawk 
any medicine, vnleſle it beeypon extremity, and that 
there be manifeſt ſhew and proote of adeſcruing cauſe. 
Butnow let vs go alittle further to ſceand find where 
and how this ſcowring(which we giue our Hawke ſo of- 
ren)may paſſe to preuatle better in any other partofthe 
bodie then it hath done in the pannelk, or tomacke al. 
ready mentioned. The next admittance, or paſſage it 
hath frem thence is into the ſmall guts, which place is 
ordered or diſordered by the ſtomack,which being go- 
uerned,and carefully preſerucd and keptin healeh,che 0- 
ther cannot lightly bediſtempered:for both health and 
fickneſle of that part depend vpon the eſtate of the ſto- 
mack,and from thence eſpecially do grow all other an. 
nOyances, cither vpwards or downwards : now if the 
guts be furred or fraught with droſle, as with ſuch as 
weterme fellanders,orany ſuch like imperfeRions, I do 
allow they may cafily be ſcowred forth : but as I hauc 
heard ſome afhrme and ſay, t':at they could not onely 
giuea medicineto expel] them from their places of be- 
Ing, bur alſo with the ſame they will prenentthe ingen= 
dring or increaſing againe: Iam altogether incredulous 
Of it, and do knowthat no man in the world can main» 
taine it: for if the ſtomack be in hea'rh, the bowels will 
be cleane and free from any ſuch mattcr of imperfeRi- 
on, eſpecially in their flying time, when as they be fed 
cleane,

cleane, and well orderedin their diet, norare not clog- 
gcd,nor cloyed with vrireaſonable gorges,contrariwilc 
it the tomacke bee imperfeR, and thar it do not digeſt 
and indue well , then muſt needs ſundrie euils follow, 
and ſuch as hauc beene named, and for curing thereof 
with ſcowring it cannot be, for they will grow and in- 
creaſe againe: But you mult looke backe, and finde our 
not onely the Fellanders that areapparantly tobe ſeene 
withehe eye, bur alſothe original] and principall cauſe, 
from whence they ſpring and proceed: for if by your 
indgement andskill you do not duely conſider that , if 
you do attaine to your defire, it is more by good lucke 
then any cunning at all: for the ſtomacke is theplace 
(as you haue heard, and may perceive) that you muſt 
returne vnto and ſeekto cure;for itis the coldneſſeand 
dulneſle of that onely, that cauſeth evill and imperfe& 
digeſture. Andalthough it be neuerſo ſound and per- 
te&, yet it may,on the ſudden, be dulled and cooled di. 
vers waies:as ſometimes after great toile togiue vnrea-+ 
ſonable gorges ; alſo to feed frankly with cold and tale 
meat which herſtomack abborreth: Likewiſe,for want 
of ſtones in duc time, to remoue and purge thoſe groſle 
humors, which {he hath beene ſuffereddiforderly tore- * 
tainc for want of them. 

Therefore to prevent theſe or ſuch like infirmities 
before they do come, you muſt bee carcfull of the ſto- 
macke, to feed it choicely, and to keepe it from any an- 
noyance,ſuffering nothing to come therc by your good 
will bur ſweet and good meat, and ſuch as the wilde 
Ha'garadoth take and chuſe to prolong her life with- 
all, fo ſhil you preſerue your Hawke from the Fellan- 


ders, and all other inward diſcaſcs that Hawkes be moſt 


ſubic& vnto. 
M 3 When 
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When you do percciuethat your Hawke is ſick,and 


mourneth on the Fellanders (for ſo you may terme it 


very fitly) ſhe will be of a heauie cheare: and you ſhall 
alſo contirme the ſame by your owne view, in behold- 


- ingthem in her mutes, to ſhew and appeareinraw and 


ficſhy threds and ſuchlike matter vndigeſted,then is ie 
not fit for you ſo ſooneand rafhly to intend to ſcowre 
her,and by that meanes ſcek to disburden her of them, 
which will ſuddenly after ingender and grow againe. 
For it is the raſh and haftic humour of ſome men, thac 
preſſeth them forward to vie ſuch meanes for remedie, 
as ſcructh but forthe preſent time, nor hardlythen nei- 
ther, bur rather by the vnnaturall efteAs of their (cou- 
rings , there is left behinde in the bodice of the Hawke 
fome vnſauoric annoiance , whereby the ſtomacke is 
made more vnhit for quick and perfe& digeſturethen ir 
was before.Contrariwiſc,if men would but tarry atime 
conucnicant , of all other diſcaſes the Fellanders would 
be cafily cured and ſooneſt rid away, which toeffeR, 
you muſt looke vnto the ſtomacke,and by orderly and 
cleanc food, with the beſt meat you can get , ſecke to 
cleanſe and make that perfect. 

And faile not cuery night, inſtcad of caſting, togine 
her halfc a dozen ſmall ſtones out of faire water, which 
you ſhall finde will ſo work, and in ſmal time ſo temper 
the ſtomacke, that it will bee made fit and brought ro 
quicke and good digefture, & the Fellanders will ſoonc 
be rid away. Alſo be ſurethat you fecd with good and 
light mcar, ſuch as is caſieto be digeſted , and let it be 
bot and thequantitie thereof reaſonable. 

And ro proue that the fellanders may be taken away 
without ſcowring,do but remember whether the ſoun- 
deft Hawke in the world will not hauc them, while ſhe 

is 
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I.inthe Mew, of which there is no queſtion to bee 
made: for it is moſt certain that all Jawks of that kind, 
will have them with a continuance of ranck and franke 
food. And whoſocuer {hall obſerue it, may often per- 
ceiue ſuch a Hawke neuer ceaſe taking ſtones and going 
tothe water for a moneth together, beſides keeping of 
ſparing diet,cating bur little meat at once vntil ſhe hath 
purged and clenfed her body and bowels againe. Alſo 
do but call to minde whether (after her drawing out of 
the Mew) you hauc not perceiucd the Fellanders or o- 
ther reliques of groſſe and droffic ſubſtance will not 
weare away in due time only with good meat & ſtones, 
and a well ordered dict,without the aſhſtance or helpe 
of any ſcowring or medicine at all. 

All this allowed and well conſidered of, I finde no 
more reaſon why the one part of the- Hawke ſhould be 
ſcowred with medicine any morc then the other,confi.- 
dcring they worke noſuch good effeRs as ſhould moue 
vs to vie them, and that better remedies may be obtain- 
edand efte&ed without them. 

Whereas in this laſt diſcourſe (touching the pannell 
of the Hawke which is her very ſtomack)I haueſhewed 
youthatrhe other parts belonging vpwards & downe. 
wards,arc governed and keprt in health, & likewiſe ſub- 
ie& to infirmity by realo of the ſame, whichrappeareth 
more plainely by a preregatiuve power , whieh-nature 
hath beſtowed onit aboue the other parts; bywhich it 
is ablcro make a diufion of ſuch mixtures, of things 
contrary in kind contained in the fame, which iscither 
taken by her ſelf,or give vnto her by archers, ſuffring the 
principal ſubſtance ro paſſe for the nouriſhment of her 
body;a1nd wth holding that which is hurtful, working 
& drawing it together into a litrle knot or bund'e, very 

curiouſly 
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curiouſly incloſing all things within it,and notleauing 
ſo much bchindeas the leaſt feather,corne, or graine of 
ſeed ſhe taketh into it, all which ſhe thenreturnes back 
by caſting it into open view,in whichis to be diſcerned 
the fignes of health or griefe'to enſue. 

Theteforeif the ſtomackeof your Hawke be imper. 
{c&,itisten to oneall the parts both vpward & down- 
ward, will be annoied and grieued by the ſame; If the 
parts downward be gricned, you ſhall percejueit by her 
mutes iti that manner which I hane formerly expreſſed. 
If the vpper parts be diſtempered you ſhall perceive ic 
by her hear appearing in hermouth and throat, which 
will be more apparant by her ſtirring and flying,& will 
appeareand ſhew it ſelfe in white and curdeled froth, 
which will be drawn into the winde-pipc,andcleaue or 
ſticke to any other place, if it be not correed in time, 
before it begin to do ſo, which may cafily bee done in 
that manner, which ſhall be ſhewed hereafter.

Hen you haue a Hawk that is ſlow to caſt 
her ſtones, & will keepthem longer then

_ fomehard and rough dealing. The cauſe thereof pro- 
cceds' many times of heats taken'in their greaſe before 
they beinſeamed,and preſent cold afrerit. Alſo atother

her ot that bad cuſtome, ſhe will bee ſubiceR to' 
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times by their bad vſage,and by diucrs infirmities inci- 
dent to the bodies of Hewkes,this ill propertie is caught 
. and cauſed. 

Now for the recouery thereof, you muſt vſe ſtones 
out of faire water,8: them to be giucn at due times and 
often: But wharſocuer he is that thinks, by this courſe, 
to cure his Hawks infirmitic he muſt not giue them in 
the morning, for if he doc hee ſhall be conftrained. to 
rarcic ſolong forthe caſting of them, as ſhe wil loſe her 
fleſh with faſting,and he (hall be forced to defiſt from 
praRice, and then will ke be further from his remedic 
then be was at thefirſt. And toprouokeherto caſt them 
by any mcanes,fſpecdily before (he is willing,is in vain, 
for then you doc but hinder & wrong her : for ſhe will 
ſoone doe the like againe,and ropraftice that courſe of. 
ren will make an end ofher.For the ſtones being kinde 
and naturall(as cuery man may vaderſtand)there is no - 
Hawke wil take them her ſelfe, but when ſhe hath need: 
And as ſhe hath need ofthem, more or lefle,cuen ſo ſhe 
will keep and detainethem,for they do agree with her 
nature and kinde, & ſhe loucs them as may appeare by 
her raking them her ſelfe, and keepingthem ſo long. I 
doenot perſwade you to giue ſtones to any Hawke,that 

being ficke,or ill diſpoſed, is thereby ſo weakened, thar 
ſheis notable torcturne them backe from whence ſhee 
had them (neither will any ſuch Hawke of her ſelfe rake 
them)but vnto a ſtrong Hawke. And when you do per- 
ceiuc her to keep them as ſhe loues them,and ſomwhat 
lenger then you dclire ſhe ſhould doe, then to content 
your minde,you do preſently deuiſe to giue her ſome. 
thing that may compell her by force to caſt them : or it 
may be you wil firſt ſhew herſomeliue or dead thing to 


pronoke her thercunts, and ifrhat will not fcrue; al- 
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though you may percciue thereby that ſhce deſires to 
keep them : yet will you not reſt hut aſſay further with 
Selandine, or ſuch like, to pronoke her to it, which ſhe 


 abhorreth;andthe vnnaturall traſt thercof doth ſo much 


offend her, that ſhe is inforced to caſt vp, as well thar 
which ſhe would have kept & loued, as that which was 
contrary to her kind,& therfore hated, which courſe is 
very vnfitting to be held with ſuch a Hawk,as youdoc 
finde diſpoſed to keepe her ſtones very long, for it will 
rake no efictwith her bur onely for the prefenttime. 
Therefore if you willnceds vic it,it were fitter tobe gi- 
uento ſach a Hawk as doth caſt orderly,thereby ſome- 
times to purge her ſclfe of ſuperfluous glut on the ſo- 
daine;which you fuſpe&ed, or may finde her Romacke 
to becloied withall, through your owne,or others neg- 
le, or forbearance to giue ſtones. 

Bur for the other {low caſting Hawke ſhe wilnot be 
cured on theſodaine,but it muſt be wrought with pra- 
Riceand by degrees. Therfore when you ſha} hauc ſuch 
a Hawk,and that you ſhall (notwithſtanding the coun- 
ſell which Thavegiuen to the contrary)reſoluc to deals 
with her from her recoucrie inthe morning, it is your 
beſt courſe ner to gine her many ſtones atone time;nci- 
ther lerthem be of the biggeſt, burabout cighr ar nine 
of the ſmalleſt that Faulconers doe vſe to giue their 
Hawks: andthenit ſhe do caſt any of them within two 
houres, fet her faſtno longer, bur feed her on the reſt. 
Alfo, if the caſt none-of them by that time, yer giue hes 
her dinner,andalſo her ſupper at night; yer] haue ſeen 
a Hawk thar hath caſt them between her dinner and her 
fupperzbur howſocuer,two to 06, {he will. caſt cither 
all or the moſt partofthemthenextmorning,and ther- 
fore ler her not faſt long before you feed her at any rye 

An 
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And by following this courſe, you ſhall finde that in the 
endit will recouer her;and bring her tocaſt in due time: 
And thus much haue I written for their ſakes that think 
the night too long, and are wilfully humored to giue 
ſtones in the morning to ſuch Hawkes. 

Neuertheleſſe, for thoſe that are not ſo much ſelfe- 
will'd, or ſctled in their own conceits; let me withdraw 
them from the day, & perſwade them that the night is 


| beſt todeale with ſuch a Hawke :- and ir offers me oc- 


cafion of diſquiet, or diſtemper unto her, as themor. 
ning doth,but quietnes and reſt, and therein thee hath 
the length oftime to receiue the true operation & ver- 
tue ofthe Renes.Diuers other reaſons I could ſhew and 
alledge, but they areneedleſſe , becauſe in the fereparr

Wheras I haue heretofore ſhewed you how behoue- 
ful itis for euery Faslconer,thatas he hath right know- 
ledge and true vnderſtanding of his Hawks, from other 
mens ; ſo alſo that he ſhould through his diligent and 
due obſcruation learne to bee as cunning and skilfull in 
the diucrſitie of their ſundrie natures and diſpoſition, 
and thereafter to guide and rule them : and alſo for that 
they are birds fubic& vnto ſundrie acctdents andeuils, 
it is mectthey ſhould be as exquiſite & skiltull to know 
one griecfe or ſicknes or other infirmitic one from ano. 
vher,& accordingly togiue and apply by ſundric means 
a remedie; and not to ſeeme or imitate the order & me- 
thod of the quackſaluer or mountibanck, that hath but 
one poore medicine in his budget, for cucrie maladie. 
Therefore as I haue alreadic here ſet downe ſome few 
ſcowrings,or medicines wholſome,medicinable,and by 
proofe and experience arc tollerable,and fit to be giuen 
vnto Hawks on ivſt occaſion. I haue alſo ſhewed you the 
vertue and operation of ſuch fimples as are contained in 
them, and will further hereafter inftru&t you of them 
particularly,and of euery ones temperature and vertue, 
to the end that out of theſe already written, or any = 


ther that Iſhall write hereafter, you may with iudge- 
O » ment 
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ment and diſcretion eaſily divide, adde, or take from, 
whatſocuer how much or little,and for what griefe ſoc- 
uer to ſerve your turne,, and giuc inſtruRion to thoſe 
that wants the ſame, according as there ſhall be found 
and perceived any needfull occaſion more or leſſe, as 
touching the nature of rhe gricfe. 

As for example to ſpeake of the ſtowacke that hath 
nogood appetite to feed, and whenit hath fed, cannor 
digeſt well :itis a diſeaſe that may grow diuecrs wayes: 
therfore it is not poſſible to cure ie with one medicine: 
Alſo if that weaknes ofthe ftomack do come of a weak 
diſtemperature of't ſelf onelyz then muſt you nceds vſe 
ſome meanes vnto itſelfe to heatand quicken it againe. 
Comrariwife ouermuch heat in it ſelf,may be the cauſe 
of that weakneffe, which it it be ſo then will it appeare 
divcrs wayes, and eſpecially in the mouth and throat; 
for they will continually bee furred with white, and 
curdeled froath,and her breath will be ſtrong & ſowre: 
Alſo it will be perceined by the ouer much blacke and 
fanguine colour in her mares, and burnt caſting , then 
you muſt of necefhty coole it with ſome coole thing 


that is meet for it: But ifthat weakneſſe dogrow of any = 


ſaperfluous humor, that doth abound, or hath beene 
there ingendred; then muſt that humor of neccfhitic be 
purged, vpward and downward by ſome gentle medi. 
cine. Alfo this inficmity and weakneflc of the tomacke 
mayprow onextraordinary heat & inflamation of the 
liver, which ray cafily be percciued: for that Hawke

how well ſocuer you do feed:hikewiſe ſhe wiil look very

plaine vnto you more at large, and you finding this, 
then you muſt haue reſpe& onely to that eſpecially in

the liucr,let me return back vnto it againe,and giue you 
furtheraſſurance that many Hawkes, from thar onely 
thing receiue their deadly wounds,and at ſuch times as 
it is neucr ſuſpeRed or thoughe on: for whereſocuer it 
fallethout that your Hawke continuerh in a diſordered 
kinde of caſting,cither of ſtones,or caſting,or both,and 
that out of your judgement and owne knowledge, you 
are aſſured that your beſt means by praiſe, with good 
meat clean dreſt,caſting and ſtones, and all other good 
vfage,hath not beene wanting:for remedie of the ſame, 
then may you be aſſured (he is vnſound , and in great 
danger of death, ifit be notſuddenly ſeene and preuen- 


ted,andin ſuch a Hawk (as I told you before) you ſhall 


finde her mutes commonly to be filled with blacke and 
ſanguine mattcr ſeldome diſperſed abroad : but other- 
wiſe cloddered thick on lumps,within the which being 
ſtirred or remoued, you ſhall finde and perceive araw 
and ranck kinde of fleſhly ſubſtance: All which import- 
«th and (heweth vnto you that there wants d'ipeſture, 
and that your Hawke hath becne over hotand ſtrained, 
asin her flights for want of breath and cleanneſſe,or by 
vnquiceneſſe and toiling on the fiſt, inthe time of carri- 
age,or on ſhipboard w:th bating 2nd tumbling vp and 


down,& ill viage as they arc brought ouer, a matter lit- 
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tle conſidered, yet certaine it is, that with the ſame,and 
baſe feeding together,a number of them are ſurfcited in 
their bodics, and alſo bancd in their liners, which for 
want of vnderſtanding in many maſters, the ſeruantis 
after blamed and wrongfully condemned for it, with- 
out any cauſe at all:ſor the liueror the diſeaſe thereof, is 
ſo ſecret and vnapparant,that vnleſſe it be quite & clean 
ſhot and fallen or ſwelled (for that is the truth) with 
rottcnneſſe: and that euery man may diſcerne it by the 
feeling of his hand , it is ncuer miſtruſted nor thought 
of ; when there is no other place within the Hawk 
more,nor ſo much or often infe&ted, Alſo this ſicknefle 
and griefe of the liuer will be caftly perceiued, by her c4- 
ſtings the which will ſeldome or neuer be wrapped, or 
cleane after any ofthe leaſt large feeding. And,although 
the liuer ſo farre as you can perceiueby your ordinaric 
meanes,refterh right inthe place, yetby theſe and ſuch 
other ſignes as I haue ſhewed it is to be gathered, and 
you may be aſſured that there lieth her gricfc, and that 
with roo much heat and trining it is infeted, And for 
remedie thereof, and to ſtay the inflammation of the 
ſame,you muſt ſuddenly hold and keepe her toa mode. 
rate dict, and abſtaine from all kinde of hote mcats, 1 
meane ſuchas be hot and ſtrong of digeſtion. I do not 
forewarne you of the meat hot and new killed, for ſuch 
you muſt be ſureto prouide alwaies,and betake you to, 
and of the cooleſt and eafieſt to be digeſted, as of hens 
fleſh,chickens fle{b, young Pigeons, and of whatſocucr 
you can findeto be cooling in operation,and eaſteto be 
endured by ſuch a Hawke as isperceiued to be griened 
in that place,and through the ſame wants quicke dige. 
ſture: and with one, or with any of theſe preſcribed 
meats, you muſt not feed euerie day, but one day with 
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one kinde, anda lictle thereof at once, and the next day 
with anocher,. and ſo cne after another you muſt pro- 
vide andgive vnto her,vntil you do perceiue ſhe begins 
to riſe and mend of her fleſh, and then you muſt nor 
forget to g\uecaſting and tones moderately, and with 
diſcretion: to the end, that as by this preſcription and 
courſe of diet,and nouriſhing teeding,her gricte may be 
cured; fo otherwiſe by her winning and retaining vnto 
her ſelfe glut,and ſuch other like ſuperfluous imperfeQi- 
ons of the ſame, naturally increaſing, her healch may 
not be hindered. | 
Alſo you muſt bee mindfull, and remember to grue 
your meat with one coole water or other,and ſuch as I 
(hal ſer down,and appoint hereafter to be giuen for the 
preſeruation of the liuer, and thoſe inward.and fecrer 
parts. Furthermore if you haue rightly obſerued, you 
may remember that oft times your Hawks liver will be 
coloured greene and yelow, when the is dead, which 
ſheweth thatalthough the ſame were not before percei- 
wed in the higheſt degree to bee baned, yer that it were 
much inflimed as by thoſe co'ours appeared, whichwas.,,,.. -., 
the 0.2erflowing of the gall, a difeaſe that moſt Hawkes z 
areſubie&t vnto;2nd is as dangerous & deadly as death 
it ſelfe,if it be nor preſently foreſeene and cured. This 
querflowing of the ga!l proceedeth of great heat,taken 
through diſorder and ill vſage , as by toiling flights in 
greace and vncleanneſſe,or by hanging by the heeles,or 
twmbling andtoffing,and ſuch other like abuſes, where- 
by the liver & the ſame infe&erh one and other, where. 
fore the cure muſt bee in them both , for that they are 
both as one ioyned rogether;& how to vnderſtand and 
know when your H.wk is ſick of this diſeaſe, you mult 


omit no timein the diligent ſcarch and view of her ca- 
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fting and mutes, whereas in the one, the other or both, 
that griefe is to be diſcerned: for they will be continu: 
ally mixed with greenc and yelow colour , which will 
not be (by any ordinarie meancs) altered or changed, 
hauing got the vpper hand; bur by skilful and cunning 
art muſt be ſtaicd aud cooled in the beginning , and ſo 
her life preſerued.

in thefe reſpeRs it is meet hee ſhould bee no idle mate 
that ſhould vndertake ſuch a buſines, but both painfull 
and carefull to order her as ſhe ſhould be. And firſt, he 


muſt provide the daintieſt meat that may be gotten,and 


giuc her but a bit at a time, and as often as with conue- 
nicncie he may, ſtill providing change thereof, and as 
neere as he canletir be of all manner of ſmall birds, for 
they are meeteſt for that purpoſe,and caſieſt tobe indu- 
ed,and alwayes may be pronided warme for hero feed 
vpon. Then you muſt prouide fome of the diſtilled wa- 
ter of the hearbecalled Mint-ryall, 2nd-as often as you 
feed, giue ſome of it with her meat, vntill you ſee and 
perceiue ſhe doth mend,which ſoone will be if you ob.

waterand browne ſugar-candie, and gine it vnto your 
Hawkein pellets in the morning , and be ſure to keepe 
her very warme vntill ſhe be well, which will quickly 
be, for this isa very ſpeedic and ſure medicine. 

As TI haue heretofore ſhewed you how neceſſary itis 
that cucry Faulkoner do know what aileth his Hawke 
when ſhec is amiſle, and certainly what is her diſcaſc: 
folikewiſe ought he to beas $kilfull roknow the vertue 
and operation of ſuchthings as he ſhall giue vnto her, 
for curing of the ſame. For otherwiſe hee may trauell 
as a blinde man without a guide,and runne on quite 
contraric, doing hurt vnto that the which he intended 
to do good vnto : as for example, I haue heard of ſome 
men that would giue Wormewood in a pellet, or knot 
vnto his Hawke at a night with her ſupper, but for 
what purpoſe Thaue not certainly vnderſtood, neither 
will T giue any conſent or aduice ſo to do, as to giue it 
at that rime with meat, orany other time on a full 
gorge, for thenature of it is clezne repugnant and con- 
erarie: it is a thing in taſte verie bitter, and full of 
iuyce, andit cannot chooſe but bee offenſiue and di- 
taſtefull vnto the Hawke in the time of her digeſti» 
on, and may cauſe a crafic Hawke ro caft before her 
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due time, and cucn to throw vp her meat-and all as 
moſt certainly I haue ſecne it done. 


Therefore,as it is a thing very medicinable and pow-" 


erfull for thoſe things, for which by nature it ſerueth, 
being rightly giuen; ſoalſo, itis as vamedicinable and 
hurttullif it be otherwiſe vied : wherefore , vaderftand 
you thus much ofthe vertue & opcration of the ſame, 

this weede hereſpoken of, and called by the name of 
1ormewood,it is of force to looſen, ſcowre, and purge 
groſſe and aboufiding humours from the ſtomack, and 
is meceteſt to bee. giucn with ſtones when your Hawke 
hath caſtin the morning, and is through empty, and e- 
ſpecially after a great gorge that ſhee hath ſtood long 
on.,and that you feareſurfeiting on theſame:for ir doth

Andfirſt for the ſtomack which is the pannel,and is 
neereſt vnto you,& caſteſtto be ſearched:tobegin withs 
all it is therfore moſt mecteſt,and for triall of that place 
andto bethroughly reſolued, whether that infirmitie of 
heat ſhewing and appearing in the mouth , do grow 
fromthence or no, vic no other thing but ſtones out of 
faire water morning or cuening, as you ſhall find your 
Hawk orderly to caſtthem,as it ſhe vſe toſitlong in the 
morning before ſhe do caſt,then leaue offthat time, and

andanight, which done, take it forth and cruſh it, or 


fireineas much of the iuice as you can intothe vinegar, 
and throw the other away: and this will deſtroy any 
frownce in the worid,ifthe Hawk beorderly dreſt: For 
otherwiſe the beſt medicine that euer was,is but of little 
worth:Therfore you muſt vnderſtand in what ſort you 
ought to dreſſe her,to the end ropreuent the tediouſnes 
of the ſame, and the heating & turmoiling of the poore 
Hawk,which amongſt many men haueno end, but with 
the loſle of her life : on this conſideration you muſt re- 
member in the cure of any ſuch or other thing inward- 
ly or outwardly(wherein conſiſteth and dependeth the 
diſternper ofthe whole body and hazard of life) that as 
the one day you do apply your ſalue,or other medicinc 
to corre theraging bumor or infection of the infirmi- 
tie, ſo muſt you the other day giue reſt , nouriſhment, 
and good viage, withall to comfort, preſerue, and hold 
ſtrong the heart and body.for otherwiſc your art is no- 
thing worth, and your labour is all in vainc. Therefore 
if the frownce be neuer fo ranck,or neuer ſo little at the 
firſt drefling,take off the ſcale tothe quicke,& with the 
tip of a feather lay on two or three drops of the water, 
being warmed ina ſpoone,and ſo thenextday,and after 
but once in three dayes ; and ſo vſc it being ſure tha: 
you do neuer pull off any ſcale, orſcal tro make it bleed, 
if you canchuſe: but onely that which wil come gently 
away, for if you do,it will not heale, do what you can, 
but ſcab and cate in further and further, the mouth is 
too tender, and many Hawkes are deſtroyed that way 
with often drefling, rubbing , and fretting a thing 
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ſo tenderas a Hawks mouth is : but otherwiſe with this 
watcr :and this order rightly obſerued, there is no 
frownce howſocuer itgroweth or is entred, bur it will 
ſuddenly cure,and deſtroy it withour all doubr, 


CHAP. XXV, 
Of the Pantas! 


HePantas is a diſeaſe that in al my life T haue not 

had one Hawke infeted withall, ncither did I e- 

ver heare ar know of any other mans that had it, 

that euer could be cured of it: and therfore if I ſhould 
reſcribe you any tained or new deuiſed medicine for it, 
I ſhould both do my ſclfe wrong,and deceiue many ©- 
chers in ſodoing,therforeitis beſt for cuery man to fear 
it,& cuer to be carcfull to preuent & preſerue his Hawk 
by p90 viagetro it. Thegricfeis very eafiearchefirſtto 
bedccerned:for aftera lictle bating ſhe wil begin toferch 
her breath thick with pantingzafter as it moreincreaſeth 
ſhe wil ſhew it Dy labouring inher pannell,cuen as ſhe 
doth ſit ſtil:alſo as it further groweth, her lights do dry 
or waſt, ſhe will be forced to gape for breath after ſhee 
hath a littlc ſtirred, & then thereis no remedy for ir:bur 
ifat the firſt beginning,through the diligence & skil of 
her keeper, itmay bediſcryd there is no doubt:butit may 
be preuented,& her life preſerued, The which to cffe&, 
rake a quarter of a pound of the beſt ſweet butter, & put 
it into dammaske roſe water,and there preſeruc & keep 
it very claſe:&asyou haue need to vſeir, which muſt be 
very eftcn;rake ſome of it forth, & with the powder of 
rue and the powder of ſaffron, and a little brown ſuger 


candic mingled wel together, make a pellet or two and

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tgiue cucry morning vato your Hawk fora week roge- 
VE arly in. the morning, and keepe her very

And as this thing is ſpeciall good for any Hawk 
chat hath taken this forenamed difcaſe, by ouerſtriuing,

The performance therof I alfo doaffure-you'muſt reſt 
and remaine inthe durifull diligence,and continual ho. 
neſt care and paines of the Falconer, hisgmind muſt (el. 
come be off on them, his eye ener on them, and himſclfe 
neuer from them at times befitting for himſelf & them, 
And then when'other men that be of amore' lazy and 
negligent diſpoſition ſhall hane their X«whes miſcarry 
and decay, he ſhal be ſure to keep his longaliue,and ſafe 
from many cuill accidents, _ inward and outward 
misfortunes that otherwiſe may. fall vpon them, and 
often doe,throvgh ſloath & ignorance in their keepers.

JT is now meet and neceflary that I doe ſpeake of ſuch 
infiemities as doe befall oftentimes vnto Hawkes, on 
their leggesand feet, and doe appeare outwardly in 
frwelled: knobs or knots,to the great torment & vexari- 
on of theſe poore birds that haue them: alſo,itis as fit I 
cr you vnderftand which way,Gof what they'do pro- 
ceed,and how'you-may preventthem.Then know you 
fercertaine,that for the moſt part they do onely grow 
withtaking cold,after your 4awks haue flown and cha- 
fed their bodies and blond,and diſtempered both with 
iamoderatelabour, & afterward are not conſidered of 
their Keepery bur ſoſoone as they are ted, and oft times 
with cold & ſtale meat,cuen'vp to their throats, which 
at aninftant ingendreth one euill or other in them;then 
they are ſer downe (what'weather ſocuer it be) on the 
coldground,to fitandtrample and reſt them;and wher. 
2s(they)poor'birds,do take their vtter deſtruRion' ve. 
ry often,both inwardly and outwardly,as ſometimes ir 
will appeare by coldin the head, diſtemper in the bo. 
dy, and ill humonrsrhat doe diſtill and fall downinto 
the legs and feet, appearing in gowtes, and ſuch other 
things as I haue before named. 
Alfo,atfomeothertime'whet! your Hawk is drawne 
into the brooke'wirh a fowle, aftef {he hath flowneand 
labunred;andis hotinwardly;although ſhe be preſently 
carried away to bedried, yetafterward when night is 
come;lhe is no more cared for;northought on then the 
reſt; but eter (@ vp altogether on ſome cold pereh;and 
in'ſomecold place whete ſhe receittes'her bane; 
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: I doeſpeake it out of my owne experience,and haue 
been an cye witnes ofthe ſame': for I hauc knowne di- 
uers Hawks deftroicd this way,8 throughthele occaſi- 
ons:Therfore let me aduiſe enery man to take heed,and 
bewarc how he ſets his 4awt down on the cold ground 
after his flight rothe brook in the winter time, if he do 
pretend and deſire toauoid and ſhun ſuch ſundry cuils, 
that proceed on this occaſ6, beſides ſome other incon- 
ueniences that do belong tothe ſame, as for ſuch hawks 
as you do vſc andareaccuſtomed to be ſet downe after 
their flying and feeding;tortheend torrample and qua. 
lie the heat of their late deſire, they will cyer after vn. 
quictly look for ityif they want it,& will notbe picaſed 
norcontented without it:but what haſt ſocuerthe# as /- 
coxer hath on his way,or how late it is,or how fat ſocucr 
ynto his home, or what weather ſocuer it be, yer they 
muſt be waiced on while they arc quict, ſitting on the 
cold ground, & thus muſt the F a/coper attend on the, it 
may be one quarter of an hour, or if it belefſe, yer long 
enough for them totake their deſtruRi6,orelsin riding

hardeſt place ofalto be recuucred;there isſo many veins 
and ſinewes in that place for the humour to feed vpon, 
wherfore euen ſoſooneas youdo find and perceive any 
of theſe things to appeare in any of theſeplaces,in [wel- 
ied knobs or knots hard or ſoft,takea knife very ſharpe 
at the point, and ſlittheplace all alongand long wayes 
onthe kg or foot, whereas you ſhall find the fleſh to be

means to aſſwage and rake away the ſwelling, but they 

wereas good to praiſe on a ſtoneand ſeeke to mollific 

that ; foras I hauc ſhewed youthelſe things do proceed 

ofan vnkinde humour, whereby where irdoth reſt and 

ſettle, it corrupts the fleſh, and being ſuffered, in time it 
conuerteth into white cating kernels increaſing,and are 

euen in the ſame nature as frownces be, & muſt be ſcar- 

chedro the bottome,and deſtroied with a ſharp drying 

medicine, I haue cured a number of theſe kinde of ſwel- 
lings onely with this water & the ſame manner of dref. 
ſing, as of very late I cured a Hawke of my lord Comp- 
$023,4 Goſhawke, that I was inforced firſt to ſlit her with 
a knife, from hercare vnto her narc, & cloſe by hereye,

Alfo, if this kinde of ſwelling do begin to grow on 
the very ioynt of the foot,cither on the top,or on cither 
fide, or betweene any of the ſingles, fo it be any thing 
vpward, fear not to giue vent vntoit, being ſure to haue 
your knife ſet for the purpoſe , with the backe of the 
point ground away, that you may carry it ypward and 
go not too deepe, yet be ſurcto pierce both the skinne 
andcorrupted fleſh to the bottome: Likewiſe, you muſt 
haue carctolaunce it long wayes as the ſinews do run, 
for otherwiſe, to croſſecither the legge or the foot,you 
may endanger them, and fo ſpoyle the Hawke : Thus 
with this water and order in the vſage of it, you may 
kill and deſtroy any of theſe kinde of infirmiries that all 
Hawkes are ſubic& vnto, and from whence doth pro- 
ceed that which we terme and call by the name of the 
Gour, and from no other thing, and onely with ſuffer- 
ing and giving libertie vnto the humour to planr it ſelfe 
too deepe before it be correed: furthermore,ifany or 
ſuch like ſwellings do begin to ſhew vnder the ſides or 
the foot,or vnder any of the ſingles where the warts do 
grow, and the ſinewes runne z and whereas it is veric 
dangerous to cut or meddle with any ſuch inſtrumenr, 
then you muſt take ſome bay ſalt burned and bear to 
duſt, and put it into, as it were, alittle bagge made of 
purpoſe tohold it cloſe, and by convenient means bind 
it vnto the ſuclled place in time, cuen ſo ſcone as it is 
firſt perceived, and this will correR and kill the humer

and dric vp a moiſt and wateriſh humour : and contra- 
riwiſe,the pinne groweth in the bales ofthe feer of vn- 
quiet Hawkes in the mew, who there doth batter and 
bruiſe them with flying vp and downe, and falling on 
hard perches, vntill their fect bee ſo ſore that they dare 


not flie any longer,but are forced to reſt for feare tofall;

VV you do perceiue that your Hawke hath 
caught aſtraine in the maine ioynt,or inany of 
the leſſer ioynts ofthe ſingles , which will appeare by 
the heat and extraordinarie burning that will be felt in 
the member and place where it reſteth , then do you 
take a little of the oyle of excetor, the which you ſhall

pple: for otherwiſe if it take coldit will not be cured. 
Allo, if it fall outthat the Riraine do happen on any of 
the tallons or pownce ioynts, whereby you do perceiue 
that place onely to ſwell, take heed how you do launce 
or cut it,for that is a very tender and dangerous placeto 
open, and amongſt the ſ{inewes where it may prouec a 
long continued ſore : therefore when any ſuch thing 
doth light on chat place, then firſt take your coping 
irons and cut that tallon tothequicke,andlet outa pre- 
tic dealeofthe ranke and diſtempered bloud that other- 
wiſe would congeale and ſettle inthe place, and hardly 
after be remoued, then haue ſome o1d knife readie hot 
inthe fire, and ſcare it to ſtay the bloud ,. which done, 
anOint the pained place well with the ſaid oyleof Zxce- 
z9r,and wrap aclath about it well oyled,then you muſt 
haue like the finger of-a gloue of leather to pull ener all 
vith the tailon out, and ſo make it faſt witha drawing 
threed; that you may openit and conuey ina little oile 
at the top to keepe it moiſt and ſupple withall:and fo ler 
it tarric onall the weeke, and this oyle and this order 
well obſerued and kept with warmth and reſt,will cure 
her for certaine: for this is a very ſpeciall thing to com- 
fort the finewes ouer ſtrained, and to cure and aſlwage:

again:Alſo for thelike griefe,if you hauc notthis vileof 
baiesin a readineflc, then inſtead thereof rake alittle of 
your Bacon greaſe,that hath beenskummed and preſer. 
ved froma pot, wherin Bacon was boiled by it ſelf; and 
vſeit cichcrby ir ſelf, or with Aqua v/t4,ancinting and 
chafihg gently and wel the pained place therewith, and 
aſſure yourſelfe it will amend it: for there is nota more 
better thing for any new ſwelling that cometh by acci- 
dent: Andfurthermore do youremember that whereas 
in al theſe things I haue aduiſed youtokeepthem warm 
and give reſt, ſo alſo you muſt beſure to do ſo long as 
thereis any defe& remaining or left behind in the me- 
ber.For otherwiſe if you do apply theſe things neuer ſo 
ofte,orany other wharſocner can be fonnd or imagined 
to be meer;and fit to be vſcd to ſuch purpoſe,'& omit 0. 
thersthe principals'in the likecaſes:namely eaſe & war- 
meth, withgood vſage, your labour is-il] beſtqwed, and 
whatſocter you hauc done,ir ſhal profit you nothing ar 
all: for theſearebut'members & branches of the bodic, 
and haue their particular nouriſhment & eaſe from the

Rubarbe is abſterſiue and purging, and doth chicfly 
reſpe& the diſeaſes ofthe liuer,and place of kidneys, o- 
pening the obſtruQions thereof,and is good alſo for all 
gripings,andinward gnawing of theguts, the infafion 
thereof in ſome diſtilled water, is more to be commen« 
ded,and rather to be vſed then the ſubſtance : becauſe 
the ſubſtance leaues a binding qualicie behind ir. 
Rubarbe though it be of nature hot;yect itmay be ve-

Cards Benedictus, chat is tofay, the bleſſed thiſtle: 
which for the operation and vertue that God hath gi- 
ven vnto it,may well be ſo called;the properties wher- 
of haue beene diligently and caretully gathered out of 
the Hearbals of diuers andſundriclearned writers. 

This hearbe being very ſmall and finely minced, or 
ſhred, mingled with ſweet butter and ſugarcandie, and 
now andthen giuen in a morning vato your Hewkein 
apellet,or pellerszfreeth che head of dizineſſe, and purg- 
eth the ſame and whole bodie of all cold infirmities. 

The powderthereof alſo now and then giuen inthe 
ſame manner, or cleanly conueycd inta a bit of meat, 
preuenteth the ſame, or driueth it away when it isgot- 


Allo, it helpcth the weakneſſe of the tomacke, and 
cauſeth a good appetite to mear, it doth ripe and digeſt 
cough ſlime or glut that cometh of cold, and bringeth 
vp that whichis in the pannell,ſcowring the ſane of all 
grofſe humors,and cauſeth to fetch breath more eaſily: 
itis a ſpeciall thing to preuent the infeRion that com- 
meth,or istaken from one Hawke vnto another:or after 
TH V it 
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it hath ſcaſed or is entred into her body : it ſaddenly 
the powder bee given and often while ſhe is ſtrong, it 
will expell the poiſon from the very heart:It preſerueth 
the liver, lungs,and all other inward parts of the body: 
The diſtilled watcrthereof hath the ſame effeRts, and 
waſteth and conſumeth all euil humors,and preſerueth 
thoſe that be good: and itis ſpeciall good to giue vnto 
any Hawke immediatly after a blow or bruile. 

You may giucthis herbe any oftheſe wayes,and ſhal 
hauc good proofe of their vertues : Firſt in the greene 
Jeaues: ſecondly inthe powder: thirdly in the iuyce:and 
fourthly in the diſtilled water : and alſo in the liquour 
wherein the hearbe is boyled : For the moſt part the 
vertue thatis in the one, is in them all : ſo that in diners 
diſcaſes for the which the herbe ismedicinable: for the 
lacke of the one, you may vſcthe other, andallareſpe- 
cial prefcruatiues almoſt againſt all inward and outward 
diſeaſes. Alſo you muſt vnderſtand that the powder, 
and water ofthe herbe is moſt to be regarded,and eſpe- 
cially the water : for they may be longeſt kept and pre- 
ſerued, ſothat you may haue them alwayes in a readi- 
nefſe to vſe as need ſhall require - when as you cannor 
haue the inyceorthe green leaues:and rhe water which 
is free from birternefle , may be given with meatby it 
ſelfe alone, for the ſtomacke and rafte will beare it, and 
like of it as well as of any other ſweet water. 

As touching the quantitie of it, you need not be ſo 
careful as of other things that do purge ſtrongly;for in 
them there is great dangerof death ingiuingtoomuch, 
otherwiſe no good done in vſing too little : but in this 
hearbe itis not ſo, you may vſc your owne diſcretion 
with reaſonable indgement andcannotdoamiſſe: And 
thus much of this hearbecalled Coraw Benedit7w, the 
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which is ſo ſpeciall and powerfull, thatit is meet for ec» 
eric man to haue it alwaies by themin a readinefſe to 
vſcon any occaſion for which it ſerueth,and alſo not to 
thinke it ſufficient to giue it once, bur to vſe it often 
times together, | 


Hearbe Angel : or the Augelicall,or Angetihe hearbe. 


Angelica is another cxcellent thing, and as it is af- 
firmed by diners learned Writers, that the propertics 
and vertue therofis much like vntothe other, and thar 
if the one be lacking,the other may betaken. The lear- 
ned men of Gerwanze write thus of it, that ifany man, 
or other thipg be ſuddenly taken with poyſon,or other 
euil airc of infeftion. Ler the powder of the root ming- 
led with ſome of the diſtilled water be giuen inwardly, 
and it preſently helpeth. Alſo the powder of the root 
being giuen with the diſtilled water of Cards Benedi- 
# is of the like vertue, and will cleanſe the body of 
any poyſoned infe&ion newly taken. 

They fay alſo thatthe leaues of Angelica beaten with 
the lcaues of Rueand hony will curethebitings of mad 
dogs, or any other venemous thing, alſo withall ſome 
of the water wherein the root and leaucs of Angelica is 
boyled muſt be taken, or giuen into the bodie of either 
Hawke, or whatſocuer it be that ſhall hauethe like miſ[- 


fortune. 
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
